Second  place  rating  went  to  the  Independent  Club  with  19  points;

Each  year  the  organizations  on  campus  are  rated  by  points 
according  to  the  over  all  Homecoming  participation  and  en¬ 
trants  in  the  various  Homecoming  events.  The  trophy  is  awarded 
permanently  to  the  organization  with  the  most  points  over  a 
three  year  period.
